Representative members from 
local Catholic parishes and organi- 
bations were among the more than 
300 persons who attended the 25th 
unniversary banquet of the United 
sCommunity Chest in the Hammond

Msgr. W. Edward Sweigart, dioc- 
esan director of the Catholic Chari- 


ties and Social Service, gave the 
minvocation and James McShane, 
who has serviced the Chest as 
president and twice as campaign 
chairman, served as toastmaster. 


“OVER THE YEARS with Your 
Community Chest” was the theme 
developed by Arthur Weiss and 
Daniel F. Kelly, two Chest leaders. 
In tracing the history of the or- 
ganization from its earliest efforts 
in community welfare in the early 
3's, Weiss told of soliciting the 
public to contribute to their choice 
of agencies. Scrupulous and time- 
Consuming accounting guaranteed 
that each agency get its specified 
donation with the result that many 
fell short of their goal and others 
were over-subscribed. Within a few 
years this trial-and-error procedure 
brought about a change in policy 
aid new by-laws mandating that 
No agency get more than its al- 
located percentage.’
